Mrs, 
Serry knew nothing of the tragedy 
until she arrived home Tuesday 
evening, The funeral is being 
held this afternoon at Michelson 
Memorial church, Rev. H. J. 
Salmon officiating. Interment will 
be in Elmwood cemetery. 

Mr. Perry was born in Canada 
and had reached his 50th mile- 
stone in March, The family came 
to Grayling from Wolverine in 
1v29, they having jivcd there on 
a farm for 12 years. Previous to 
that time Mr, Perry waa employ- 
ed.aa freman on the ferry boat 
Wawatam crossing the Straits of 
Mackinac. Since coming to Gray. 
ling he had made an earncal ef- 
fort to make « livelihood for his 
family, who have the sincere sym- 
pathy of the community in their 
Misfortune and sorrow, 

Surviving besides his widow aud 
three. children are two  bruthers 
and six sisters, Mr. and Mrs. 
Clifford Gardner of Bellaire and 
Mrs. Edward Burgess of Jackson 
are exepoted to be here to attund 
the funeral. 

This property is owned by Miss 
Florence Taylor and the loss to 
the building was about $400, which 
was covered by insurance. The 
Perrys lost several pieces of fur- 
hiture.

PLEAD GUILTY | 


It was a atrenucus term of; 
Circuit court for Judge Guy E. 
Smith this week. Six cases ap- 
peared on the criminal calendar, 
one of which was tried in a bit- 
terly contested battle. A few 
eases were continued to future 
terms and some closed. 

The hig attraction of the term 
were the liquor cases. William H. 
Moshier was represented by At- 
torney BE. N. Clink of East Jordan, 
who told the court that they would 
stand mute, and a plea of not 
guilty was ordered entered by the 
court, 

Fred Carr, Louis Fryhover, 
John Popch and Anne Harrison, 
charged with similar offenses, each 
plead guilty. 

The A. R. Craig and Ernst John 
civil cases were continued. 

A petition was filed by the at- 
torneys for the receivers for the 
defunct Bank of Grayling, re- 
questing the right to pay a 10% 


dividend in June. This was grant- 


ed by the court. 
The affairs of the Grayling 
Manufacturing Co., for which 


Emil Giegting is the receiver, were

Moshier Found Guilty-—Gives 
Notice of Appeal 

The court roem was packed to~ 
overflowing, apparently attracted 
there by the trial of Wm. H. 
Moshier, charged with violation 
of the prohibition law. By his at- 
torney Mr. Moshler entered a plea 
of not guilty. 

The latter, E. N. Clink, offered 
several motions asking that the 
case be dismissed for one reasou 
or another. Prosecuting Attorney 
Nellist was prepared and was 
able to convince the court that 
they should be denied. And Judge 
Smith too did a lot of question- 
ing and it showed that he could 
not see eye to eye with Attorney 
Clink. 

One point that waa much dis- 
cussed was that of “possession” 
of jiquor for which Mr. Moshier 
was charged in the war- 
rant. Mr. Clink tried to . con- 
vince the court that having been 
found with liquor on his premises 
did act constitute cause for arrest. 
The liquor laws that went into 
effect in December, are new and 
have as yet not stood the test 
of the Supreme court. However 
they listed the possession of  il- 
legal liquor aa an offense. Mir. 
Clink maintalned and the defend- 
ant testified that the 26 pints of li- 
quor found in his possession were 
purchased last September before 
the present law want into effect. 
Mr. Nellist contended that the 
fact that this liquor was not pur- 
chased thru legal channela that 
it was iega) liquor and that was 
what the legislature 
Liquor commission intended to 
stop. Witnesses swore that the 
‘inne was found on the premises 


of the accused and that the 
search and arrest were duly 
executed. 


The jury was out from about 
11:30 to 2:00 p. m. and returned 
# verdict of “guilty ss charged.” 
Attorney Clink gave notice of ap- 
peal to the Supreme court. Judge 
Smith deferred sentence until the 
next term of court, giving time 
to arrange for the appeal. In the 
meantime Mr. Moshier is out on 
$1,007 94 fonds.

| Fire Division ia once more, pre- 
paring to meet the problem of 
controlling these fires. Since the 
season is dependent entirely upon 
weather conditions, we wish to 
eall the attention. of the people 
of Crawford gounty to the fact 
that we are again manning the 
“Look-out Stations,” (Fire towers) 
and that the Fire Wardens are 
again taking up their regular 
duties. 

During the past season we have 
had very geod cooperation from 
the people of Crawford county 
in every phase of our work, and 
more especially as regards the 
matter of “Burning Permits,” 
secured from members of the Con- 
servation Department. 

We have given our effort in the 
matter of property protection 
from forest fires and we can con- 
tinue to improve this protection 
through the co-operation of the 
individuals of this community. 

Section 7, Act 143, P. A. 1923, 
makes it unlawful to burn with- 
out a “Permit” whem the ground 
is not snow covered, and carries 
@ severe penalty in case an in- 
dividual does not comply with the 
jaw. 

After April first when the 
ground is not covered with snow 
Crawford county will have ita 
first regular organization of the 
Forest Fire Division. and we 
sincerely ask that individuals will 
eomply with the above law 
regarding burning permits, and 
help us to avoid false alarm calls 
by obtaining a permit for every 
out-door fire, 

Remember, “All fires are small 
when they start.” and we cannot 


‘tell which Of them “deridnds our 


attention unless the “Permit” law 
fe obeyed. We can give much 
better service on the real forest 
fire when we have no false alarm 
calls.

Many people believe that peace 
cannot be sustained, while an 
army exists, for they feel that 
that ia all.they are built for. 
Armies are built to serve—in 
times of disaster, such as quakes. 
floeds; ete. Trey are trained to 
keep order. to save life. They 
are equipped with tents, food, and 
transportation in such times oi 
need. Projecta such as building 
canals; C.C.C. camps, are guided 
by the army, for people in com- 
mon ¢ircumstances are not train- 
ed to handle such large affairs— 
they have not learned the neces- 
sity of regularity, and are not 
equipped to take. care of 
needs.

Ordinance No, ¢3 


Relative to parking trucke and 
trailers on certain streets 
night. 


The Village of Grayling Ordains: 


That it shall be onlawful and 
shall be deemed a violation of this 
ordinance, for any person or per- 
sons, company or corporation, to 
park a truck of over 1% ton ca- 
pacity, or a trailer from one-half 
hour after sunset until one-half 
hour before sunrise, and leave the 
same parked for more than one 
hour on Michigan Avenue between 
the M.C.R.R. and Spruce Street, 
nor on U.S. 27 from the AuSable 
River to the North Village limits. 

Any pergon, peraons, company 
or corporation, violating any pro- 
visions of this ordinance, shall! 
upon conviction thereof, pay a 
fine of not lesa than five dollars 
nor more than twenty-five dollars, 
and in defanlt of the payment of 
the fine imposed, ghali be im- 
prisoned in the county jail for not 
exteeding twenty days, 

This ordinance shail take effect 
the 26th day of April, A. D. 1934.
